The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 2, 4-42, 81-105 are allowed primarily because the prior art does not 
teach all the claimed limitations in independent claim 1 and claim 94; there does not 
appear to be teaching or suggestion regarding the gate dielectric layer of the normally- 
off n-channel channel junction insulated gate field effect transistor to be materially 
thicker than the gate dielectric layer of n-channel surface channel insulated gate field 
effect transistor, taken in the context of the remaining features of claim 1 to arrive at all 
the claimed elements. There also does not appear to be teaching of all the claimed 
features or suggestion to arrive at the claimed features in claim 94 regarding the n- 
channel channel junction insulated gate field effect transistor and the normally off n- 
channel channel junction insulated gate field effect transistor which being of 
dimensions and dopant concentration so as to conduct current through a field indueced 
surface channel as characterized in claim 94.
